Permits for commercial trawl 
netting in Lake Okéechobee have 
been cut in half by the Florida 
Game and Freshwater Fish Com- 
mission. 

According to news release, 
125 permits will be issued this 
year. This is half the 250 that have 
been issued since the Lake 
Okeechobee Fisheries Utilizatin 
and Management Program started 
two years ago. 

Е.С. Banks, director of the 
Division of Fisheries, said the per- 
mits will be issued, оп, а first-come, 
first-serve í bakip; ` “Fishermen 
requesting arid reserving the per- 
mits must have satisfactory proof 
of an intent and capability to ac- 
tively engage in fishing activities 
with trawls, 

He said the few limit will 
provide for better utilization of 
legally permitted gear in order to 
achieve the objectives of the 
Program, which are the removal 
and utilization of up to 22 million 
pounds of fish from the lake each 
year, 

Trawling is one of four legal 
methods of taking fish commer- 
cially from the lake. The others are 
fish trapping with single-funnel 
traps, trotlining and seining. 

Permits for trawling cost the 
resident $50 and allow the taking 
of all fish except bass and pickerel 
within designated areas of the lake,

Try to halt spread of smut 


Florida's four sugar cane- 
producing counties, including 
Hendry and Glades, were quaran- 
tined Monday by state Agriculture 
Commissioner Doyle Conner in an 
effort to atop the spread of cane 
smut fungus, 

Conner said seed cane, equip- 
ment and other material will be 
prohibited from being moved out- 
side Glades, Hendry, Palm Beach 
and Martin counties, which com- 
prise the major commercial sugar 
cane-growing areas of Florida. 

The smut fungus, which affects 
only sugar сапе, made its first 
reported appearance in the U.S. in 
early July in Hendry County. 

The disease has already wiped 
out sugar cane crops across the 
world and is threatening a crop 
that yields $245 million in South 
Florida. 

У The quarantine will not mean 


` The quarantine is not expected 
to affect the crop production, Or- 
senigo said. h 

“This shouldn't be any problem 
because the equipment can be 
washed and inspected if it needs to 
Eo outside this area," Orsenigo 
said. 

The cane harvest begins in 
November. 

Since the discovery of sugar 
cane smut’in South Florida, federal 
agriculture officials have been sur- 
veying 300,000 acres of sugar cane 
in the area. 

Infestation of the fungus has 
been found in 14 sections of the 
growing area, state agriculture of- 
ficials said.

If undetected before har- 
vest, a diseased cane stalk will 
have not produce sugar. 

The smut can be detected by 
examining the leaves at the top of 
the sugar cane ‘stalk.’ Healthy 
stalks will unfold leaves that curl, 
but the fungus will prevent the 


The three known methods for 
killing the fungus involve 


destroying the infected stalk, of- 
ficials said, an alternative many 
growers find unacceptable.

CHURCH MYTHS 
Рагі1 
While religion is basically а 
between 


private matter man and 
his God, most le find it easier 
to practice their beliefs in company 


with others. Over the centuries 
these informal associations of 
Christians have grown in a diverse 
Sumber of formal churches. 

It is possible, however, that the 
efforts to maintain these 
chürches as viable institutions has 
decreased their effectiveness in 
promoting religious living. 

Every institution in every 
society erects a number of beliefs 
about itself. These allow the mem- 
bers to use a specialized 
vocabulary to explain the unex- 
plainables, appeal for additional 
members, maintain their own 
dignity and eog-identity when they 
are attacked and rationalize their 
failures. 


There need be no objection to 
myths in themselves, for they of- 
ten bring security and comfort 
when knowledge is too frighteni: 
or' impossible. But such myths 
should be recognized for what they 
are - attempts to avoid а study of 
the problem in favor. of simplistic 
and easy answers which cut off fur- 
ther investigations. 

The very antiquity of the church 
should make us suspect the 
presence of unproven traditions 
and cherished unfounded beliefs, 

Mor the survival of forms is often 
Considered a guarantee of their 
authenticity. 

It is not easy to study traditions 

ceremonies without the resear- 
cher having his own beliefs 
challenged. Yet even the church, 
built upon faith and mystery, can 
be studied in ‘terms. of its own 
Philosophical foundations and its 
appeal to men of this world. Faith, 
alone, gives littel evidence as to 
why this appeal has persisted. 

It is commonplace to observe 
that while there is a greater num- 
ber of religious expressions that 
ever before the church, as an 
organized body, survives only 
through the momentum generated 
over past centuries. The fault is in 
the church itself, and some of its 
ideas about itself. 

The prime myth of every church 
(except perhaps a few of the off- 
beat ones as the Salvation Army 
and the Quakers) is that words are 
the same газ the - ideas fuer 
represent. minister repeats of- 
ten that; we must. be. kind, neigh- 
borly, and eager to resist evil. This 
allows: us all to féel that"we are 
very virtuous, for we do try to be 
kind, neighborly, and be against 
evil, at least part of the time. 

What would really happen if the 
minister descended from the level 
of abstractions and became more 
specific? We might be urged to 

trate our concern for God's 
. people by reading an hour a day to 
inmates of the nursing home; or 
wrile letters to theater owners 
praising good and objecting to un- 
clean films; or we could even show 
neighborliness by taking a Black to 
church on a Sunday. 

If church members really took 
the gospel of Christ seriously, they 
would long ago have eliminated 
such evils as poverty, war, ethnic 
discrimination, and the lack of 


hope. Instead of being counselled 


to patiently bear our burdens, эуе” 


need advice on how to overcome 
them. Many church boards and 
ministers have not been bold in the

Myth number two is that 
Christianity is best served by a 
large number of competing and 
conflicting churches. Six small 
churches of different thought are 
better than one ecumenical church. 

If God can be made to P men 
everything to someone or other, it 
must be that he means nothing. If 
ministers, themselves, cannot 
agree as to what God is, then can 
the whole idea have any meaning 
for the rest of us? 

Divergent religious 
denominations allow us to preserve 
our own individuality and provide 
captive audiences for minister, but 
this is not an automatic service to 
God. 


Ministers in small churches 
claim they afford more oppor- 
tunities for service to more people.
